Stockton, resents the charge that he 
kept sane persons confined for the take 
of the dollar a day paid him by this 
State for each patient. To a Stockton 
Mail reporter Dr. Clark said that there 
was one male patient whom he should 
have discharged three or four duys be- 
fore the Nevada patients wore taken 
away, bat he held him in order that the 
patient might take advantage of the 
half rate {are in going home to his 
friends in Nevada. There were other 
patients in the asylum who were subject 
to recnrrent mania. They had ration- 
al spells at certain times of the month, 
and at other times were violently insane. 
It had been, and is DOW his practice, he 
said, to detain patients, with their cou- 
Kent, for four or five weeks after re- 
covery, in order to make sure that there 
was no danger of a recurrence of the 
mania.

The coming campaign will 
be an exciting one, and it will be to 
their advantage to thoroughly organ- 
ized. The following is from the pen of 
Bate Shoemaker, one of the pioneer 
resident* ol Nevada 
county, 
Cal.: 


Speaking of the organization of a young 
men's Bepnblioan club at Nevada City 
he pronounces it "the. correct thing to 
do," and then goes on to say: 


When polities first started in this 


country young men did the manitgment. 
There were very few old men to take 
their lend, not enough old ones to fur- 
ni»h officers for one club. About as 
bright and well managed a political 
convention as we over saw in Nevada 
county was presided over by Henry 
Meredith, who was then about twenty- 
six years of age. Amos Laird was a 
member of it, and altough he waa then 
called "Uncle Amos" he was not an old 
man. George D. Boberts was one of 
that body, and Dennis Meagher was 
there as a yonng delegate from tbe 
Ridge part or the country. John T. 
Crenshaw, the Black Hawk of the Osago 
was one of the leaders of that body, if 
there were nny leaders. 
We could 


name many other younp men who 
stood back never, who took part in that 
convention. 
That convention nomi- 


nated tho writer of this, a youth of 
twenty-sir ye-us, for a county office, 
and he was elected too, beating a still 
younger man who has since been Chief 
Justice of the 
Supreme Court of a 


neighboring State and who now sits on 
the Supremo Court Bench of that 
State. In those days if vouug men had 
not run politics, politics would 
uot 


have run. Chas. Kent, J. J. Dorsey, 
Wm. Lontzenheizer, A. C. Niles, N. 
Searles, E. Vt, Roberts, Stephen Fenn 
of Omega and J. B. McConnell, all 
were active men in politics—oieu who 
did their duty by taking part in the af- 
fairs of country 
were yonng men. 


Some of them are still active lu politics, 
but ubon our word they do not seem to 
us to be any more capable now of doing 
good political work than they wera way 
back in tbe early 'fifty yenrs. A. A. 
Sergfnt and Jonn I. Sykes were young 
and active political workers in those 
days, and we do not think they could 
do better now than then. A. B. Dibble 
could then talk for his side as well as 
he can to-day. Of course the men who 
took .ail active part in politics in tbo 
older time have gained (at least WH 
hope they have) something of judge- 
ment aud discretion since, but they 
have lost much of the vim and enthusi- 
asm which belongs to the days of youth. 
Compensation is a grand law in all the 
affairs of this world. So we say to tbe 
young men. Organize your clubs and 
manage them yourselves. In each a 
matter too mnch leaning on the old pol- 
iticians should not be done. Let the 
young associate 
themselves togeteer 


in tbe party which they think is right, 
and then use every honornbl* and inde- 
pendent effort to secure success for that 
party. We do not know but the old 
politicians should apply to the young 
ones for advice and assistance more 
than the younger should apply to the 
older. In that event tbe old fellows 
might lose some of their knowledge of 
political tricks, which they have ac- 
quired iu all these years, and which are 
not (reputable and which are not good 
for the couutry, and 
learn instead 


something from the honesty and ingeni- 
ousness of youth. Let the young men 
organize.
